Hard upon assertions that Adolf Hit- 
ler was an ally of both ' capitalism 
and communism, came a promise to- 
day from William Green that the 
American Federation of Labor would 
protest against actions of the Ger- 
man chancellor. 

As the federation convention arose 
and cheered the Hitler denunciation 
by James Rowan, representing the 
British trade union congress, Green 
told the delegates: 

“IT am just as confident as I can 
be that this convention will adopt a 
stirring, ringing declaration of pro- 
test against the persecution of our 
trade unionists in Germany and 
against the persecution of the Jewish 
people of that distressed land. 

“I am confident that the American 
labor movement will stand: with the 


labor movement of Great Britain and | 


of the world in opposition to the op- 
pressive tactics used by all dictators 


Once more, the ‘listening delegates 
arose and cheered, and as soon as the 
convention adjourned the resolutions 
committee met to consider a number 
of anti-Hitler proposals, most sug- 
gesting that the federation pledge 
moral and economic assistance “for 
the persecuted.” 

One, that had considerable support, 
was offered by the American Federa- 
tion of Teachers. To its denuncia- 
tion of Gitlerism it would add a eall 
for a boycott of German goods until 
“this outrageous program of racial 
and political persecution ceases.” 

In his speech—one of those made 
while the convention awaited reports 
from its committees—ithe British dele- 
gate said Hitler “is known to have 
obtained financial support from ecap- 
italists.” Soviet Russia, Rowan con- 
tinued. while asserting that it opposes 
Hitler’s policies, has taken no posi- 
tive action to prove that attitude. 

Communism and socialism are hack- 
ing Hitler, he charged. because the 
Germar leader is working against 
“true democracy.”

TOWARD BAHAMAS 


Only Minor Damage Is 
Reported to Points in’ 
Florida Peninsula. 


MIAMI, Fla., Oct. 5.—()—Hayvy- 
ing made a hefty swing at Havana 
and a glancing blow at south Florida, 
an erratic hurricane headed eastward 
across the Atlantic ocean tonight to 
intimidate the Bahama islands. 

A wind velocity of 50 miles an hour 
was reported at the Providence island 
capital, where the barometer dropped 
to 29.06 inches and then started an 
upward swing. 

Indications were that should the 
storm follow its present route it prob- 
ably would pass in the vicinity of 
Great Abaco island, north of Nassau. 

Gale winds whistled through Key 
West and other islands that dot the 
extreme southern peninsula, where 
more than 11 inches of rain fell in 
24 hours. Only minor damage was re- 
ported. 

The disturbance caused a maximum 
sustained wind yelocity in Miami of 
only 35 miles an hour, although in- 
termittent gusts hit 50. 

At Carysfoot light, about 40 miles 
south of here, the keeper reported a 
90-mile wind. He said his barometer 
dropped to 28.85 and then started an 
upward climb. 

Tavenier, 60 miles south of Miami, 
reported 50 to 60-mile winds, while 
Key West had 55.

Secretary Ickes, in making known 
that he planned to act immediately 
on the Georgia situation, revealed 
that the entire program submitted by 
the Georgia highway board has been 
approved by omas H. MacDonald, 
director of the bureau of public 
roads, which supervises the work of 
state highway departments on fed- 
eral-aid roads. 

Mr. Mangham said he would wait 
until he had heard efficially from 
Wasnington of the approval of his 
board’s program before giving out any 
of the details of it, even refusing to 
list those projects on which the board 
plans to call for first bids.

Nowadays there are many good c 


anned soups available, even an old- 


fashioned meat-stock soup, ready for instant use upon heating thor- 


oughly.

Soups are of three varieties. In) 
the first group belong all soups 
made from clear meat stock, includ- 
ing all kinds of consommes, broths, | 
bouillons, brown and white soup | 
stocks. In the second group we 
lace the cream g@oups, purees and 
isques. In the third group are the 
chowders and stews of vegetables, 
thickened or stock varieties. 

The idea in using meats for soup 
stock is to extract all the flavoring 
elements as well as the nutriments 


from the meat itself. To accomplish 
this, we cut or chop the meat and 
crack the bones, cover with cold wa- 
ter and add salt. The migture is 
brewed, or simmered, for two or three 
hours, to extract all of the good from 
the meat. 

At the end of this time, the meat 
and bone is strained out and the re- 
sult is the stock. If beef is used, 
the result is brown stock. If 
chicken or veal ia used, the result is 
white stock. If fish is used, the re- 
sult is fish stock. : 

The average stock should not be | 
skimmed. The so-called “scum” is 
very valuable food, being the soluble 
protein of the meat, similar in form 
and food value to the white of egg. 
However, for cleir consommes and | 
broths, this skimming process must | 
take place. 

Soup stocks may be seasoned and 
flavored as desired, by the use of 
various spices and combinations 
thereof. Spices, herbs and vegeta- 
bles are used for this purpose. These 
are not added to the soup stock until 
the last half hour before it is done. 

Cool the soup stock, whatever kind 
it is, very quickly. Quick cooling im- 

roves the flavor of the stock and 
mproves its keeping qualities. Any 
fat that collects on the top of the 
stock during this cooling may be re- 
moved if desired, but it adds greatly 
to the flavor and feod value of tie 
soup to be made from it, if some of 
the fat is left. Meat stock does not 
keep well under the best of condi- 
tions, and must be kept cold. If de 
sired to keep it any length of time,

To Color Seup Stocks. 

Sometimes to carry out a selected 
color scheme at a luncheon or party, 
it is desired to make the soup blend 
with it. To color soup brown, use 
a caramel made of burnt sugar, or 
thicken it slightly with browned flour. 

To color soups a light green, use 
okra. To color a good green color, 
use spinach leaves, pounding them 
before cooking, tying them in a clean 


cloth and squeezing out all the juice. 


This juice should be added to the 
soup only five minutes before servy- 
ing, to preserve the color. Strained 
or sieved tomato juice makes a fine 
red color and grated carrots will give 
an amber shade. 

Liver and Tomate Soup. 

To 2 cups clear, well-seasoned to- 
mato soup, canned or home-made, add 
1-2 cup finely chopped, well-seasoned, 
cooked liver. Season the whole with 
few drops onion juice or 1-8 teaspoon 
onion salt. Serves 5 as bouillon serv- 
ice, or 2 as soup service, 

Italian Vegetable Soup. 

One small head cabbage, 1-2 bunch 
celery, 8 cloves garlic, 3 onions, 2 car- 
rots, 3 or 4 stalke leeks, 6 large pota- 
toes, sliced; 1-2 cup string beans, cut 


up, beef bruth or stock, salt and pep- 
per to season, 

Chop the cabbage, celery, garlic. 
onions, carrots and leek stalks and 
cook in butter or olive oil until @ 
golden brown. Add the potatoes and 
beans, and enough brown meat stock 
to thoroughly cover the vegetables. 
Season to taste and simmer until the 
vegetables are cooked. Mash one of 
the potatoes, or its equivalent ip 
slices, to thicken the soup. Serve 
with bits of toasted bread. This

CHOWDER IS DELICIOUS AND 
ECONOMICAL T# MAKE. 

If men are not aiways too enthusi- 

astic about their food at home one of 


the reasons frequently is that some of 
their favorite dishes they get only in 
restaurants. Take chowders, for in- 
stance. What ian doesn’t like them, 
and how few ever get them at home, 
outside of New England and in one 
or two other coast cities. Many wom- 
en also are fond of chowder, and in 
the better restaurants «in such fash- 


ionable centers as Boston, Philade]- 
phia and Baltimore you will frequent- 
ly observe a lady presaging her lunch- 
eon salad with a steaming, delicious- 
looking chowder. 


But in the average home through 
the country chowder is a rarity. Yet 
they are simple to make, and they 
make the rest of a meal much simpler 
because they are almost a meal in 
themselves. If you wish to try them, 
here are three suggestions: Clam, fish 
and vegetable, the latter being an un- 
usual yariation which you will find 
well worth sampling. Each of these 
new recipes can be made with canned 
foods if the fresh are not available, 
or even if they are. The vegetable 
chowder, with a pudding to’ follow, 
makes an excellent meal in itself, or 
it can fit into a hearty dinner menu. 

Vegetable Chowder. 


Three-fourths cup canned corn, 


|1 1-2 cups canned tomatoes, 1 tea- 


spoon minced onion, 3-4 teaspoon salt, 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley, 1-2 
teaspoon celery salt, 1 1-2 cups hot 
water, 1 1-2 cups evaporated milk 
1 cup crumbled flake soda crackers. 

Turn corn, tomatoes, seasoning, 
parsley and hot water into a sauce- 
pan and boil gently 10 minutes. Then 
add canned milk and heat. Crumble 
crackers and stir into chewder. Serve 
with chopped parsley sprinkled over 
each portion. Six portions. 

The fish chowder can be made at 
the last minute. 


Fish Chowder. 


One quart boiling water, 1 cup 
flaked, cooked fish; 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, 1 can condensed tomato soup, 1 
onion, minced; 2 teaspoons salt, 1 1-4 
cups crumbled flake soda crackers, 
1 large can evaporated milk, 2 table- 
spoons parsley, chopped. .

Detailed plans and_ specifications 
for the project have been submitted to 
Secretary Ickes, the federal public 
works administrator, and the propo- 
sal has been discussed with Mr. Ickes, 
and with President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary Roper, Mr. Woolford said. 

“Experts sestimate the canal would 
save $7,425,000 in freight costs in 
the first year of its operation, and 


“The first six months of the building 
of the canal would afford employment 
and the first year 
would see 20,000 to 25,000 men at 
work. Eighty-five per cent of the 
cost of the canal would go into labor.” 

The proposed canal would cut 
straight across the southeastern tip 
of the United States, and would save 
ships plying between the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and the Atlantic seaboard the long 
journey around the Florida peninsula. 

The approximate distance from the 
east end of the canal to the Florida 
keys is 558 statute miles, and _ the 
canal would save “500 to 600 miles” 
to shipping, he said. 

It would be 166 miles long, 200 
feet wide at the bottom and 440 feet 
wide at the surface, and 38 feet deep. 
“The plans, as drawn by the W. S. 
Lee Engineering Corporation, would 
provide a canal large enough to ac- 
commodate virtually any ship in the 
world,” Mr. Woolford said.

The plans, as submitted in Washing- 
ton, provide two routes from the 
Georgia coast to a point near Folks- 
ton.

sion as if it all were a sad, unreal 
dream, not once did the young Mrs. 
Stribling allow herself to break down. 
She sat there with her eyes fixed on 
the casket, her hands folded in her 
lap and not once did she move her 
gaze or show any visible emotion. She 
was a pathetic little figure, game to 
the very last despite her own weak- 


ened condition, caused by the recent 


birth of her third child. 


Children Present. 
Her older children, W. L.. aged 6, 


and little Mary Virginia, aged 4, were 
there with their mother. 

Equally brave but more visibly 
shaken were Pa and Ma Stribling, the 
boxer’s parents, and Herbert, his 
younger brother. They wept inter- 
mittently while trying to console little 
W. L. II, who began crying while 
the service was being read, 

Many relatives of the family from 
over the country were present at the 
funeral. 

Dr. J. E. Sammons, pastor of the 
Vineville Baptist church and a close 
personal friend of the fighter, deliv- 
ered the eulogy at the auditorium dur- 
ing which he referred to Stribling as

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—(UP)—Full 
cancellation of. international debts 
would have only a slight effect on the 
general economic situation, Senator 
William E. Borah, of Idaho, said to- 


day, in a statement. telegraphed to 
the British United Press from Boise. 
“TI do not know the seope of debt 
negotiations.” the senator said, ‘but 
if the negotiations are confined solely 
to debts there is but little to nego- 
tiate. 

“We have already negotiated, re- 
duced, adjusted and settled these debts 
and certainly that settlement was suf- 
ficiently liberal. On the other hand 
if debts are to be considered as one 
of the internafional problems ‘stand- 
ing ‘in the way of world. recovery. 
such as the money question, tariff 
and disarmament, the situatiqn would 
take on a different aspect. 

“It is claimed that debts stand in 
the way of world recovery. I ven- 
ture to say that if the debts were 
cancelled in full and the other finan- 
cial and economic problems left. un- 
solved, the change for the _ better 
would be slight indeed. 

“If we are to reduce or cancel these 
debts it must be because it would 
be in the interest of the people of 
the United States to do so and there 
can be no such interest if these other 
financial and economie questions are

Leads Through Strength 
and Up to Weakness.

When defending against either a 
suit or notrump contract, there are 
many occasions when the defending 
player charged with the burden of the 
lead necessarily has to rely almost ex- 
clusively upon his own inference as 
to the choice of a suit to lead. On 
such occasions the element of guess- 
work may be reduced by adhering to 
the general policy of leading through 
the strength in Dummy or up to the 
weakness in Dummy. To state it an- 
other way, when sitting at the right 
of the Dummy hand, it will general- 
ly be found advantageous ‘o lead the 
suit in whica Dummy holds tenace 
positions, but when sitting at the left 
of the Dummy it will generally be 
best, lacking other information, to lead 
the suit in which Dummy is weak- 
est. This is merely Ap extension of 

‘from the weak 
hand to the strong. 


In leading through broken pane ing, 


strength in Dummy, there is, 0 
course, no assurance that your part- 
ner holds the cards over Dummy’s 
holdings. It is a general rule, how- 
ever, that a lead through this broken 
strength is more likely to result ad- 
vantageously “than disadvantageously, 
and the same holds true of a lead up 
to marked weakness in Dummy.

Nancy’s Vegetable Soup Is-a Meal-in Itself. 
BY FLORENCE La GANKE. 


When the nippy autumn breezes 
blow the time has arrived for dishes 
of rich, hot soup. And by rich, Nancy 


does not mean greasy or muttony. 
She means soup ‘which had barley or 


‘rice for body, and tomatoes, carrots, 


potato, turnip, green peas and string 
beans for color and flavor and ap- 


petite appeal. 

On occasions Nancy started with 
soup meat which she cooked slowly 
in water which was cold at the be- 
ginning but finally reached a simmer- 
ing temperature. This method of 
cooking brings out the juices from 
the meat and adds them to the water 
making a flavorful meat stock. The 
meat itself was rather tasteful, so 
Nancy usually ground this and used 
it in baked hash. 

But occasionally she did not have 
time to make a soup. stock for a 
foundation. Then she used one pint 
of canned consomme or bouillon and 
added her vegetables and barley to 
that. She cooked one-half cup bariey 
in two quarts of diluted soup for one 
hour. 

If she had any left-over vegetables 
in the refrigerator these were brown- 
ed in butter before being added to 
the soup stock. If she started from 


scratch, as it were, she proceeded as 
follows : 

She used one-half cup each of cubed 
carrot, turnip, sliced celery. These, 
she sauted in one-quarter cup butter. 
After 10 minutes she added them to 
the stock. She added two cups of 
cubed raw’ potato, one sliced onion, 
one cup of canned peas, one-half cup 
string beans. Ten minutes before 
serving she added two cups of tomato 
and one tablespoon chopped parsley. 
All of these added to the soup stuck 
gave her generous servings for six 
people. Usually she served small crisp 
cubes of bread with the soup.

Repeal has been certain for sev- 
eral months, but the dry forces 
have strongly held that the change 
in prohibition sentiment has been 
largely confined to the federal en- 
actments and that the attitude to- 
wards state laws has been but little 
affected.

The double referendum in Vir- 
ginia, in which both the national 
and state laws were voted on, gives 
the first real test, in one of the 
so-called “‘bone dry’ states, as to 
the soundness of this belief. 

With but a few votes remaining 
to be tabulated, the results of the 
referendum show a total of 94,000 
ballots for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and 87,000 for repeal 
of the state prohibition law, as 
against 53,000 in favor of the na- 
tional law and 49,000 for the state 
law. The returns indicate that 
every district, urban and rural as 
well, joined in the repeal move- 
ment in the case of both the state 
and national laws.

The Burglar Can’t Right Matters by 


Leaving a Worthless Promise To Repay 
By Robert Quillen 


Today I met a young man who seemed to possess all of the qualities 
that are admirable. He was modest, well-mannered, frank and manly, 
and despite handicaps had workeed his way up to a place of trust and 
| authority. 

Later I mentioned his good qualities to an intimate friend who knew 
him well, and the friend replied: “Yes, he’s a fine fellow in many ways, 
but he won’t pay his debts.” 

In times like these, one must make careful distinction between won't | 
Many of the finest people are unable to pay what they owe. ! 
But others less fine take advantage of conditions to evade debts they 
could easily pay. | 

The moral status of one who can pay and won't has never been ade- | 
_quately defined, but he enjoys an advantage similar to that of the thief. | 
Suppose you drive into a filling station and tell the operator to fill 
your gas tank. The moment he has replaced the cap you start your 
| motor and dash away. In that case you are a thief. 

The fact that you ordered the gasoline gave the operator reason to 
| believe that you would pay. He therefore trusted you. Instead of de- 
manding his pay in advance, he waited until the tank was filled. 

But suppose you do not drive hasitly away, but tell the man to send 
| you a bill on the first of the month. Again you give him reason to be- 
lieve that you will pay. Again he trusts you. 

If then you do not pay at the appointed time, or ever thereafter, 
| have you not defrauded him as certainly as though you had dashed away 
without a word? 

If it is dishonest to seize a man’s goods, is it more honest to let | 
him wait thirty days to discover his loss? 

To have goods charged is*to say in effect: “I will pay for these when | 
a bill is presented.’’ That is universal custom, universally understood. 
It is a tacit contract. 

lf there is no intention to pay, the goods are obtained by false pre- 
tense and fraud. It is not classed as a crime, but a wrong must be 
measured by its effects. | 

If in the end one man has obtained goods without payment and the 
other is deprived of his goods without remuneration,: wherein does the 
transaction differ from thieving? 

We trick ourselves by coining unfaithful definitions. The horse 
thief was no less a horse thief if he merely walked off with a haltér to 


which a horse was attached.

NEW YORK, Oct, 5.—()—While 
officials of the big steel producing 
companies declined to be quoted, it 
was learned in usually well-informed 
circles today that great dissatisfaction 


prevails over the $35-a-ton limit set 
by Joseph B. Eastman, federal co- 
ordinator of transportation, in calling 
for bids on 800,000 tons of steel rails. 


Steel analysts insist that the cost 
of rails in 1982 ranged from $35 to

burden.

UNACY COMMISSION 
ASKED FOR LOUIS NEU 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 5.—(#)—An 
insanity defense was set up in crim- 
inal court today for Louis Kenneth 
Neu, 26, of Savannah, Ga., confessed 
slayer of Sheffield Clark, prominent 
Nashville, Tenn., businessman, result- 
ing in postponement of his scheduled 
arraignment until next Monday. 

Two defense attorneys, employed by 
unidentified friends of Neu, filed the 
plea in his behalf in answer to the re- 
cent grand jury indictment of first- 
degree murder. They asked appoint- 
ment of a sanity commission and en- 
tered a motion of unconstitutionality 
against Louisiana's new criminal in- 
Sanity laws, explaining they wished 
to proceed under the old _ statutes 
which allowed wider latitude in the 
shaping of an insanity defense. 

Neu, one-time cabaret crooner, ap- 
peared to have lost his recent non- 
chalance as he came into court with 
his attorneys, Clarence Dowling and 
Jerome Meunier. In contrast to t'se 
“Hello, everybody” attitude which 
marked his return to New Orleans fol- 
lowing his arrest in Jersey City, he 
sat quietly with downcast eyes while 
the attorneys described him as mental- 
ly defective and “absolutely irrespon- 
sible.” 

“We have good reason to believe 
that Neu was not of sound mind and 
understanding at the time of the al- 
leged offense,” Dowling told the court. 
“He has been and still is insane or 
mentally defective. He is absolutely ir- 
responsible for his actions to the ex- 
tent of being unable to understand 
the proceedings against him or to as- 
sist in his defense.” | 

The motion to set aside the 1932 | 
insanity law and to have a lunacy 
commission named by the court un- 
der the old law's provisions was then 
entered. 

Assistant District-Attorney J. Ber- | 
nard Cocke, in charge of the prosecu- | 
tion, told the court that “this is the 
first intimation I have had of the 
defense pleadings” and was granted 
until Monday to prepare an answer. 

When arrested in Jersey City re- 
eently, Neu confessed to killing and 
robbing Clark in a leading hotel here 
on September 17, and to the slaying 
of a Paterson (N. J.) theater man- | 
ager a week previously. He was re- | 
turned to Louisiana on an agreement | 
that if he were not capitally convict- 
ed here he would be returned to Jer- 
sey for trial there.

‘Another principle which the report 
develops is that only as the profit mo- 
tive is eliminated is there any hope 
of controlling the liquor traffic in the 
interest of a decent society. To ap- 
proach the problem from any other 
angle is only to tinker with it and to 
insure failure. This point cannot be 
too heavily stressed.” 

Not as Revenne. 

The report, to be published shortly, 
“regards liquor taxation,” Rockefeller 
said, “as it should be regarded, pri- 
marily as a helpful factor in forward- 
ing these objectives, and only inci- 
dentally as a means of producing in- 


me. 

Rockefeller, who like his father is 
a teetotaler, said it is his earnest con- 
viction that “total abstinence is the 
wisest, best and safest position for 
both the individual and society. But 
the regrettable failure of the eight- 
eenth amendment has demonstrated 


the fact that the majority of the peo-| 


ple of this country are not yet ready 
for total abstinence, at least when it 
is attempted through legal coercion. 
“The next best thing—many people 
think it a better thing—is temperance.
